TYTAMTUK A QUARTER FULL. 


This morning the water in stor- 
age in the reservoirs of Hong 
Kong. Island 
million gallons. Yesterday. morn- 
ing the total’ was 816,29 million 
gallons. $0 that to-day’s gain 
was 186 million gallons and yes- 
terday’s was 51 million- gallons. 

In the course of the-day, i was 
reckoned, the 1,000 million gallons 
mark was reached. In conse- 
quence, the tanks will be disused 
as from to-morrow. and’ street: 
fountains re-connected (in substi- 
tution) in the tank areas on the 
lowest levels of the north shore 
of the Island. 

Local vernacular papers have 
“diseussed the possibility of an im- 
mediate or early. resumption of 
water supply, restricted of course, 
through the rider mains to taps in 
houses. The “China Mail’ learns 
officially that the water situation 
will be reviewed about the end of 
September. 

Quantity Needed - 

Reference has been made to the 
fact that Pokfulam resrvoir is 
now overflowing and that, accord- 
ingly, it would be. more advantage- 
ous to resume the rider main sup- 
ply rather.than let water run to 

waste. In this connection, it has 
to. he pointed out that the system 
js such that the consumption of 
water not and cannot be con- 
fined to one reservoir which, in 
any case, is one of the smallest in 
the Colony.

jury by robbing him of $3. 

At least, this is what the driver, 
Ip Ivelam, told the. Police at No. 2 
Poli¢e Station when all -were taken 
there after the row, which oceurred 
the Seamen's Institute. 
Here the sailor was alleged to have 
got himself into further trouble by 
using abusive language to Police 
Sergeant Henderson in the charge- 
room. ; 

An Injured Leg 

In the charge-room, also, it was 
found that Private 
suffering from an injured leg. 
Military authorities were: com- 
municated with and they removed 
him ta the Military Hospital. 
Finnigan came by his injury in the 
course of the scuffle with the motor 
car driver, when Finnigan was alleg- 
ed to have been kicked on the ankle 
by one40f the other two men, by 
mistake. 

Craik. and Hartel were taken 
charge of, respectively, by a Military 
and a Naval escort, and after an 
anxious half-an-hour, those in No, 2 
Police Station’s charge-room were 
able to breathe freely again. 

This morning, Craik and Hartell 
were surrendered by their respective 
authorities at the Central Magis- 
tracy where they appeared before 
Mr. E. W. Hamilton, Acting First 
Magistrate. 

A Naval Officer was present in 
Court, but there was no representa- 
tive from the Army. .

“Belgol” and was.gaid to have part- 
ed with $500 in order to achieve his 
ambition, formed the subject of a 
case heard at the Kowloon Magiss 
tracy on Saturday morning before 
Mr. T. S. Whyte-Smith, 

The parties concerned’ are - all 
natives of Shanghai. Mr Frank 
X. d'Almada appeared for the com- 
Plainant and the defendant was re- 
presented by, Mr. F.C. E. Rendall, 

Complainant’s ‘Story * 

According to the complainant’s! 
story it appeared that he told de- 
fendant of his desire to obtain em-| 
ployment on the “Belgol,’ Defend-! 
ant, who is a tailor by trade, was 
in the habit of going on board the 
ship to secure business. He was 
said to have told the complainant 
that it would be an easy matter for. 
him to “fix it up” with the Chief 
Gfficer of the *Belgol.” 

Complainant thanked the defend- 
ant profusely, and when they met 
again the following .day, defendant 
wag alleged +o. have said that it 
would cost the complainant $300 to 
get a job as a boatawain. That 
money, he said, was required for 
security. Complainant willingly 
parted- with the money, and de- 
f:ndant gave him a receipt purport- 
ing to have been signed by the 
Chief Officer. 

To Pay His Debts 

Another day later, defendant was. 
alleged to have asked for another 
$200 ‘saying that the Chief Officer 
had requested him to do so. Com- 
plainant complied and received an- 
other receipt from defendant, again 
purporting ‘to have been Signed by 
the Chief Officer, 

Complainant heard no more from 
the defendant efter this. He then 
wrote to the Chief Officer of the 
“Belgol” and, not receiving a reply, 
he began Searching for the defend. 
ant. : 

Complainant, his brother, and 
another man eventually located de- 
fendant, in Kowloon City. . They 
asked for the return of the money, 
but defendant was able to produce 
only .$200, _He said that he had 4 
spent the other $300 in payment of 
his debts. The parties then went 
to the Police Station, resulting in 
the defendant baing charged.

". THE KING'S SUGGESTIONS 
ADOPTED . 


Suggestions made by the King for 
the restoration of H.M.S. ‘Victory, 
Nelson’s flagship, are being carried out. 

“This was revealed by Admiral Sir 
George Hope at the annual-meeting of 
the Society for Nautical Research at 
the Royal United Services Institution. 
He said: : i peennk 

“On. the occasion of ‘his visit his 
Majesty discussed with us our plans 
to complete the work of restoration, 
ard himself made suggestions which 
we shail endeavour to put into effect. 
for although the work of preservation 
is complete, the work of ‘yestoration is 
not.” : 

Sir George pointed out that the 
“Save the Vietory” Fund, which was 
begun in 1922 and realised | £75,000, 
was now exhausted. The Society, how- 
ever, has raised additional funds, and 
since they started the work of restora-

ARMS SEIZED 


POLICE BOARD VESSEL IN 
SHANGHAI 


An investigation of the seizure of a 
quantity of rifles and ammunition on a 
vassel at the Chinese Bund, Shanghai, 
on July 20, was being made by the 
Chinese authorities. The vessel, the 
inland steamer “Pachwa,” of the Tata 
Steamship Company, was preparing te 
sail for Tsungming Island on July 19 
when she was boarded by Chinese rifer 
police. 

At the time the police boarded the 
vessel it was not suspected that she 
hdd arms and ammunition on board, 
the police merely going aboard to make 
the customary inspection. On the 
vessel one of the police constables was 
attracted to a number of bundles of 
bamboo. 
heavier than the usual bamboo. An 
investigation was made, and inside the 
bundle the constable found several 
rifles and a quantity of_ ammunition. 

Other constables were summoned.and 
all the bundles were examined, reveal- 
ing more rifles and more ammunition. 
All members. of the crew were rounded 
up and questioned, all 
claiming knowledge of the contraband. 
The exception was @ cook who admit- 
ted that he had seen a man hire a coolie 
to carry the bundles on board the 
vessel. The police-failed to find. the 
man wanted but,.according to Chinese 
reports, made seven other arrests. In

cost of over £85,000. 

A continuation: of the partial re- 
clamation of the old Grosvenor Canal 
by the London, Brighton, and South 
Coast Railway Co. thirty years ago, 
the ‘main portion of the work now 
concluded hes been to enlarge the 
facilities for unloading road material 
and loading the vast quantities of re- 
fuse collected daily by the Highways 
Department. 

T) this end the canal has been 
widened and the old brick lock 
placed by a new and bigger ‘one, 
plied with 2» swing bridge in 
alignment with the canal entrance.

HELP FOR SHIPS IN

The text of the International Con- 
vention for the Safety of Life at! 
Sea, signed by the representatives of. 
gighteen Governments in. London on 

ay 31, is issued as a White

The Convention is to come into force 
on July 1, 1931, It has been printed 
prior. to its ratification by the United 
Kingdom.

NEW ZEALAND'S VIBW ON~ 
SINGAPORE 


“GREATEST IMPORTANCE” 


Wellington, N.Z., Saturday. 

_In response to inquiries, the 
Prime ‘Minister; Sir Joseph Ward, 
stated that the British ‘Govern- 
ment’s proposals with reference to 
naval defence have received the at-. 
tention. of .the New ~ Zealand 
Dominion Government, which has 
communicated a tentative expres- 
sién of views to London in regard 
to the matter. 

Sir Joseph Ward. said that his 
message made‘clear that the. New 
Zealand Government -attached - the 
greatest importance to the question 
of naval defence, particularly the 
naval base -at Singapore; and. the 
declared views of New Zealand. on 
the latter question, expressed on 
previous occasions, remained un- 
altered. 

Sir Joseph pointed out-that New 
Zealand’s interest in the Singapore 
base was indicated by the provision 
of a eontribution of £1,000,000, 
of which two instalments: totalling 
£250,000 had already been paid. 
Hope was also expressed: that no 
alteration in the policy on Imperial 
defence would ‘be made without 
consultation with the- Dominions ‘by 
the Imperial . Government. Sir 
Joseph added 'that’it:had been sug- 
gested to the? British : Government: 
that the matter should be reserved’ 
for discussion at the next Imperial 
conference.—Reuter..
